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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claims 1-10, is drawn to an analytic device with an automatic pipette. 
Group II, claims 11-20, is drawn to an automatic pipette. 

1 . The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The expression 
special technical features is defined as meaning those technical features that define the 
contribution which each claimed invention, considered as a whole, makes over the prior 
art. In this case, the claims are united in being directed to an analytic device with an 
automatic pipette in claim 1 and combination comprising the micropipette in claim 1 1 . 
However the analytic device with an automatic pipette of claim 1 is anticipated 
throughout Christopher Bentley-Shumate, US Patent 6,372,185, April 16, 2002. See 
specifically, column 3 lines 5-67; column 4, lines1-46; column 11, lines 5-67; Column 
12, lines 1-67; column 13, lines 1-67 and column 14, lines 1-48. Reference is disclosed 
in IDS of record 02 November 2004. Therefore, the claims lack a unifying "special 
technical feature".

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 



The species are as follows: 
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In Group II, claim 14, the species of determining the volume of the liquid is 
selected from the group consisting of destructive interference, constructive interference, 
phase modulation and triangulation.
